Most people haw: a hazy idea 
about day-care nurseries, They 
think of them, at the best, as a 
makeshift arrangement for the 

children of working mothers. 

Tt was with some doubts and ques- 
tions in mind that I visited the 
Oshawa day nursery last week. Ef- 
ficient, hardworking, chief super. 
visor “Miss McMaster quickly re- 
vealed the details in this amazing 
organization. Young and keenly {n- 
terested in her work she typifies | 
the modern woman who has taken 
child care and its problems as § 
profession. 

While on my fact finding tour, 
I learned that at present there are 
thirty-three children from two to 
five years attending the nursery. A 
staff of six,—four supervisors, a 
cook and assistant—combined to 
organize and supervise every mo- 
ment in the children’s day. 

Day Begins Early 

Life begins early at the Oshawa 
Day Nursery. At 6:30 a.m. the child- 
ren begin to arrive. Off come their 
coats and hats which are put into 
individual lockers. ‘Then to the 
toilet (systematically organized at 7 
regular periods throughout the day. 
Meachs regularity. Avoid accidents) 
Quiet play (books, blocks, plasticine, 
puzzles, ete.) until 7:50 am.

8;30 am. mid-morning snack and 
out to play in the playground under 
the watchful eye of « supervisor,

10-10:30 a=. Children indlyidual- 
ly filter into playrooms, (Three play 
rooms, One for each age group (2-3)

His second major innovation re- 
uulted from the complaint of a con- 
tor this scraper's steel 
Wheels cut into the sandy terrain | 
he was trying to grade, LeTourneau 
sent him a smaller scraper hurrled- 
ly fitted with rubber-tired wheels. 
‘This worked so well that the con- 
tractor bought the machine on the 
spot, asked that the orlginal scraper 
be rubber-tired, and ordered a third 
model—paying $25,000 for the three 
All LeTourneau's machines there- 
after had rubber tires, adding to 
helr speed and) manoeuyerabliity, 
Jn 1935 the company moved to 
Peoria, Tiiinols, as a more central 
distribution point. When LeTour- 
nea and his staff arrived at the 
site they found the open field tum- 
ed into a quagmire by a week's rain 
There was no bullding in which to 
store equipment, no crane to 
unload it, not even a railroad sid- 
ing, ZeTourneau mot this s:tuation 
with his customary directnes: 

“Lets get going!” he snapped— 
and so they did, He sketched on 
paper a design for m crane, Next 
morning welders were fashioning 
steel according to these plans. That

Duringthe first World War, Le- 
Tourneau learned the electric ma- 
chinist's trade at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard) Back in Stockton after 
the war he took up the repairing of 
tractors. Immediately tractors and 
fearth-moving machines stampeded 
His imagination, just as welding had 
done, 
He bought a tractor, welded his 
own Scraper together, and went Into 
the Jand-leveling and road-bullding 


business. Until then all sora 
had been riveted, but his welded 
Scraper ‘proved cheaper, lighter, 


stronger, speedier and more durable 
It so intrigued a rival contractor 
that he ordered one just ike it

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War Brought Home 


The attack carried out by United States bombers on the 
mainland of Japan may well mark one of the most important 
turning points in the war in the Pacific. It demonstrates 
that it is possible to carry the war, with telling effect, into 
Japan itself and give the Nipponese a taste of what they 
meted out so ireacherously at Pearl Harbor. 

Enough has been released about the type of planes which 
took part in the raid to indicate that we have a striking 
weapon of great importance. Despite the fact that the raid 
‘was carried out within 500 miles of Tokio itself, not one plane 
was lost due to emeny action. Much bigger than the Flyin® 
Fortress and including many refinements and advances in 
equipment, the new bomber is a potent striking force. 

News service representatives who went on the raid re- 
port huge fires were set in Japan's main iron and steel pro- 
ducing centres and it has been estimated that at least one- 
fifth of this vital industry in Japan has been knocked out for 
some time to come. To date Japan has done her best to 
mitate the best types of Allied weapons but this should 
prove one of the clinching blows in the war. 

Another factor which spells doom for Japan was the 
Janding made in the Marianna Islands, only 1,700 miles from 
the Japanese mainland. n these islands is an almost land- 
locked harbor and fine airfields. With such installations the 
United States will soon be tn a position to strike even more 
strongly than at any time since Japan showed her hand. 


Airpower Mystery 


One of the mysteries of the invasion of Normandy by the 
Allied forces has been almost entire absence of the once 
vaunted German Luftwaffe from the field of action. Taking 
all the circumstances into account it is logical to deduce that 
Hermann Goering admits the superiority of the Allied air 
forces and is loath to risk an all-out battle at this time. 

Since the invasion started there has been striking evid- 
ence that the Nazis must husband their air force power.

Compared with the 
number of planes thrown into the fray at Dieppe, the Nor- 
mandy landings were a vacuum as far as the enemy air force 
was concerned. 

Tt must be pointed out at the same time that the airfields 
of France and the Low Countries have been subjected to in- 
tensive bombing attacks for many months, Hundreds of 
enemy planes have been destroyed on the ground as well as 
in the air while the inability of the once atrong force to stop 
the attacks on German industrial centres is in itself an open 
admission that it no longer holds control of the air. 

‘The Nazis could throw their entire air force into the 
struggle in an all-out combat of two or three days’ duration, 
By so doing they could lose the war within a week or put 
themselves in such impotency that the end would be clear, 
even to the Nazis. Those in command must realize this and
